THE NEED OF NEW ORES 


F ro m NfAv Vorlc H e r a 'd T n bun o .

international geological congress now in 
session in W ashington may create an im­ 
pression of erudition remote from prac­ 
tical matters, but it would be false. 
In 
fact, more than half 
of 
the 
subjects 
scheduled for^ consideration by the con­ 
gress in\olve the severely practical m a t­ 
ter of how the world is to find the ad d i­ 
tional supplies of metallic ores and other 
substances need of which threatens to be 
acute before many more decades. 
Most of the ores found in the past, 
from which have come the w orld’s stores 
of iron, copper, 
gold 
and 
almost all 
other metals, have been discovered 
by 
.w hat am ounts to accident. 
Indications 
Of some kind lay exposed on the surface 
and were recognized by prospectors or 
others- 
Mining 
operations 
consisted 
merely in following down through the 
strata the indications already visible on 
top. 
M any other valuable deposits prob­ 
ably lie hidden and unknown, merely be­ 
cause the processes which form ed them 
did not happen to leave surface traces. 
Kecently electric, 
magnetic 
and 
other 
physical m ethods liave been applied to 
the location of such hidden ore masses, 
but no one expects these tools of wiiat is 
called geophysical prospecling to be un­ 
limited in application. 
The best hope, geologists are agreed, 
lies in better 
know ledge 
of 
the exact 
w ays in wdiich valuable ores are form ed 
and of how they arc related to visible 
earth features. The mysterious batholiths 
which the 
experts in 
W ashington 
will 
discuss are bodies of molten rock forced 
in underneath other strata, often with 
visible bulges of the surface and a ppa r ­ 
ently often accompanied by ore fo rm a­ 
tion. 
Orogenesis 
means 
the 
processes 
that form mountain ranges, and these al­ 
so are belie^ed to be related to ore for­ 
mation on 
the 
m ountain’s 
flanks and 
w'itliin its roots. 
To understand these 
m atters is difficult, since 
so much 
of 
wliat one w ants to know is hopelessly in­ 
visible. 
Yet by industrious accumulation 
of facts 
and 
skilled 
interpretation of 
them there is good hope that the geolo­ 
gists will keep ahead of the w'orld’s ore 
needs in the future, as the prospectors 
have m anaged to do in the past.

orange and black; cobalt, pink and 
blue; manganese, purple. 
The body gets its colors from 
the metals, too. Itt, too, flies its flags 
—of 
health 
and 
disease. 
To 
fly 
those flags w^e need the pigment- 
producing metals in our diet. 
There are many pigments in the 
body—the red of arterial blood, the 
blue of venous blood, the yellow and 
green of bile, the purple of the 
spleen, the black of the choroid of 
the eye. the blue or brown or green 
or black of the pipul (really the 
iris); 
the 
black, 
brown. 
yellow% 
red, pink or platinum of the hair, 
the brot^n of freckles. 
The metals w^hich make up these 
varied, combinations are, liowever, 
relatively few'. Iron gives the red 
and some of the yellow's and greens. 
Copper the greens, manganese the 
purples,
